Almost everybody today cherisnes the 
idea that they are going to write a 
short story when they can get around 
to it. Two kinds of short stories are 


recognized: the story that has “art- 
form” where you create your own pat- 
tern and the formula story where you 
follow a set pattern. Some of the mag- 
azines will accept only stories that 
have art form, others like the pulps 
will take only formula stories and some 
will take both. If you really want to 
publish your stories, you will do well to 
study the magazines and see what kind 
of stories they take and where you 
think your stories will have the best 
chance. od 


Harriet Bradfield, an authority on 
fiction markets, gives some inside in- 
formation about what the magazines 
want. “American Magazine” she tells 
us, likes husky stories in which there 
is action and in which things happen. 
Readers of “American” are usually on 
the look-out for information and they 
like to get it in story form. “Collier‘s” 
with a circulation of two and a haif 
million leans toward out-of-the-ordi- 


nary stories and stories about modern! 


Hromantic youth. 


Sophistication’ of a kind oozes out ! 


of “Cosmopolitan.” It pays extremely 
well and many short stories that have 
appeared in it have zoomed into Hol- 


lywood making a little additional 
change for their writers. We heard 
that a story called “A Lady Comes 


to Town” was sold to “Cosmopolitan” 
for $7,000 and to MGM for the movies 
for $35,000. We had this on good au- 
thority but we don’t know if the au- 
thority could supply proofs. Anyway, it 
is said that more Hollywood scenarios 
come from “Cosmopolitan” pages than 
from any other magazine. We don’t 
advise sending a story off-hand, how- 
ever. Study several issues and see 
what’s what. 

| “Esquire” wants stories that appeal 
| to masculine taste, although you would 
| be surprised at the number of women 
who read that magazine. Several writ- 
ers now living in California appear 
in “Esquire” Horace McCoy. Louis Paul, 
Michael Fessier (born at Angels 
Camp) James Cain. “Liberty’ss edit- 
ors like stories that verge a little on 
the sensation, stories of action, adven- 
tures and romance. ‘Red Book” wants 
stories in the manner of 1938 although 


the material need not be stream lin-, 


ed. 

“Saturday Evening Post” on the 
whole, pays higher rates than any 
other magazine. No wonder that every 
one is eager to make the Post. It uses 
about 225 stories a year and pays from 
$500 up. The average is $1200. Wouldn’t 
that help to pay off the mortgage and 
buy the baby shoes?”
